Richard Orzechowski worked for an eleva- 
tor company which had a pension plan. Bene- 
fits vested only after 10 years continuous 
^:riployment with that company. Richard didn't 
think he'd be with the company that long, so 
r-e asked to be excluded. In Nov., 1975 the 
company told him he'd probably be laid off. 
So, before Dec. 31 of that year, he contri- 
buted $1500 to an "IRA" (individual retire- 
ment account) and deducted the amount on his 
1975 return. In Jan. 1975 be* was laid off. 
Only with the company for 7.5 years, all his 
benefits in the ccxnpany retirement plan were 
forfeited. 

Next, the IRS disallowed the $1500 de- 
duction for the reason Richard was still an 
active participant in a qualified retirement 
plan in 1975. The IRS considered the $1500 
an excess contribution and imposed a 6% ex- 
cise tax of $90. 

Richard lost his case in the tax court 
because he couldn*t prove his assertion that 
the company regularly laid off employees be- 
fore they had been employed 10 years. 

Now Richard is subject to the 6% excise 
tax every year until he withdraws the $1500 
from his IRA account. But if he takes the 
money \out before he reaches age 59.5 years, 
the IRS will consider it a premature distri- 
bution, subject to a 10% penalty tax. He 
also had to pay income tax on the $1500 in 
1975, since he couldn't claim it as a deduc- 
tion. And, finally, when he takes the money 
out of his account as a distribution, he will 
have to pay income taxes on the amount for a 
second time. 

Sadly, this is not a unique case. Any- 
one out there want to defend the IRS? Of 
course, the company is at fault, too, for 
the robbery of employees pension benefits.

In addition I-ran will soon hold a na- 
tionwide vote to see if I-ran :* wishes to 
join Turkey in a loose federation. All per- 
sons in I-ran at the time of the vote will 
have one vote. In addition, I-ran declared 
war on Soviet Union and sent forces there. 
The trial of the Shah is also now under way. 

Kazvin(AH): Police of the I-ran forces 
today announced they were unable to handle 
the large numbers of Turks now on vacation 
in their lands. The police pointed out that 
many hadx no jobs or money at all and that 
I-ran was being forced to feed them. An- 
kara's only response was that Turkey has 
no control over where their citizens vaca- 
tion.

Berlin(AP,UPI,MN) : chancellor Charlie 
stated today he was pleased to see the 
French & Russians finally getting the hang 
of it when it came to press releases.
